Tt is a romarkuble fuct that min-
isters of the gospel are not able to live on
much less than other people,. —Luugh-
ter,—They cannot make a shilling go as
far us other people can make u sovereign.
Some of them try very hard, but they
do not sueceed. A member once said to
o minister who wanted s little more
salary as his fumily ineressed :—I did
not know you preached for money.”
“ No I don't,” said the minister. * 1
thought you preached for souls.” “So I
do; but I could not live on souls—~laugh-
ter—, and if' I could, it would take a good
many the wise of yours to make & meal.”
